Sp iritism is a system 
of healing 
based on the su pposed interp osition of 
j 
sp irits of the dead op erating throu gh j 
a mediu m. 
A pparently these sp irits j 
are not so restless now as form erly or 
they have fou nd a more sensible occu ­ 
pation than rapping on the table. 
The advocates 
o f m esm erism , hyp­ 
notism and su ggestion have endeav­ 
ored to raise this form of therap eu tics 
to the dignity of a science. T hey have 
explained the relations of the object­ 
ive and 
su bjective 
minds and have 
solved the problem of telep athy. They 
have w rou ght many 
and 
wonderfu l 
cu res, yet they have gained scant rec­ 
ognition from the medical profession. 
No one 
with observation can deny that 
there is a mind force not u nderstood 
by the many, probably not by any. To 
w hat extent this force may be u tilized 
in cu ring the sick has not been fu lly 
determ ined. 
It has u ndou btedly been 
of some valu e in the treatm ent of dis­ 
ease bu t it has often failed. 
In a way 
all physicians take advantage of it. 
The su ccessfu l 
physician 
never de-

“St, P atrick w as born in Armorie, 
Gau l, A. D. 38 7 . 
His father was a 
Roman m agistrate, also a deacon in 
ihe chu rch. 
At the age of 16 he was 
carried away a captiv e and sold into 
slav ery to a stockm an of Hibernia. 
H ere he labored as a herdsm an for 
abou t six y ears, when he made his 
escape and retu rned to his home in 
Gau l. 
He had in the m eantim e 
be­ 
come v ery religiou s. 
He saw, in a 
v ision, H ibernians standing by him 
pleading that he retu rn to them . 
He 
accepted this as an ev idence that his 
mission was to the Irish. 
H e at once 
began his jou rney to that place, v ow­ 
ing nev er to retu rn. 
His work was 
pre-eminently su ccessfu l, all Ireland 
being brou ght to 
the 
Cross. 
His 
work stood alone, not being commis­ 
sioned by the Chu rch of Rome, 
or 
any man, to this 
work. 
There 
is 
nothing left of his 
m eager 
writing 
¡hat wou ld indicate that he ev er re­ 
ported to the Bishop of Rome. N eith­ 
er is there any thing in history that. 
wfou ld indicate that the Irish chu rch 
ev er had any 
connection 
w hatev er 
with the Roman chu rch, 
u ntil 
the 
latter part of the 
tw elfth 
centu ry 
when the Pope of Rome commission 
ed H enry II. of England to send an 
armed force into Ireland to 
bring 
the Irish chu rch into su bjection 
to 
Rome. 
This commission was carried 
ou t and ev er since the Rom ish chu rch 
has claim ed both St. P atrick and the 
Irs h chu rch. 
It 
is 
not 
generally 
known or accepted, bu t it Is nev er­ 
theless tru e that 
St. 
P atrick 
was 
more of a Presby terian than a Ro­ 
man Catholic.
